Beyond characterizing Colonel! Huff's 
attack as “crue! and wholly unjustifl- 
able,” Judge Speer has not commented 
upon the affair. The judictal order di- 
recting the attachment for contempt 
against Mr. Huff, however, gives a full 
review of the case, and states that 
“every step has been taken after full, 
fair and considerate hearing of the 
solicttors and counsel for all parties, 
ang upon evidence taken in accordance 
with the rules and practice itn equity.” 

The order points out that Huff ap- 
peared to recognize that his letter, de- 
livered to Judge Speer, was of that 
character forbidden to be coriveyed by 
the inails of the United States, and 
comments upon the reference to Judge 
Speer so that he. would be afraid to 
perform his duty in this case for fear 
of impeachment,

New York, July 30.—Sworn state- 
ments tending to show that the an- 
nual graft collected by high police of- 
ficials in New York city from gam- 
bling houses and illegal resorts has 
amounted within the last year to 
$2,400,000, are in the hands of District 
Attorney Whitman tonight. 

The statements were made to the 
district attorney today by “Bald” Jack 
Rose, self-accused graft collector for 
Police Lieutenant Charles Becker, head 
af the “strong-arm squad.” Becker 
tonight began his second day of in- 
carceration in the Tombs prison as on 
alleged instigator of the murder of 


Herman Rosenthal, the gambler. 
Four Officials Get the Graft. 

This annual yield of $2,400,000 pro- 
tection money was equally divided, ac- 
cording to the story told by Rose, 
among four high officlals of the police 
department, one of them being Becker 
and from other evidence the district 
attorney has collected he has reason 
to suspect that each $600,000 was fur- 
ther distributed. In other words, there 
were four separate systems or bu- 
reaus of graft collection, each headed 
by a high. police official. 

Mr. Whitman, it was learned, has 
the names of the other three police of- 
ficlals whom Rose has named and his 
further efforts in this now most sen- 
sitional “police exposure” that New 
York has ever seen, will be directed 
toward strengthening the evidence 
which points against them. One of 
the officials named, it was learned, 
holds a position at headquarters and 
is, in a strict sense, a civilian em- 
ployee. 

The name of a former prominent 
city official has been brought to the 
attention ‘of the district attorney as 
having been closely connected with the 
‘“‘eraft system,” but it was learned that 
the evidence thus far obtained against 
him is not of a tangible nature.

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THE PEOPLE MUST REDEEM GEORGIA. 


In a typically courageous editorial, reproduced in another 

of Georgia journalism, Editor 

Charles R. Pendleton, of The Macon Telegraph, discusses the plight

As The Constitution has pointed out in its several recent 
editorials upon the state’s financial problems, the solution certainly 
is “emphatically up to the people.” It is up to the plain people, 
‘the masses, who suffer most from a system of taxation that parodies 
| justice and menaces efficiency, and it is up to them irrespective of 
partisanship. When the institutions, the reputation and the prog- 
ress of a whole commonwealth are at stake, the issue transcends 
partisanship. Remedial measures become the business of the entire 
people, everywhere. The Constitution expects to drive home that 
fact until the voters realize it, and send to the legislature men 
with eyes to see and determination to grasp the situation. 3 

The Telegraph does not overstate conditions. Appropriations 
are being increased, which is proper and natural. Revenues are

We have said both branches of the legislature hoist appropria- 
tions, as they should. What is done to meet these increased appro- 
priations? Revenues are cut down with no provision made for 
substitutes. A majority in both houses voted for the Tippins bill, 
which, should it become effective, would cut down income a quarter 
of a million, with a staggering deficit already facing the state. 

The Ashley bill, which by increasing state taxes one. mill for 
only one year, would have caught up the state's deficit, was not 
only voted down in the house, but members were not bold enough 
to go on record with,an aye and nay vote. More! The Ashley 
bill carried a populaf referendum clause. In the last analysis, the 
responsibility would have been on the people, not the legislators. 
The business of retrieving Georgia’s finances and rehabilitating her 
reputation was the business of the people. Certainly they have the 
right, and certainly the intelligence to pass upon it. Yet the legis- 
lature, from whatever motive, denies their right and, apparently, 
questions their intelligence. 

This sort of thing cannot go on forever. It ought not to go 


on one year more. Editor Pendleton indicates, as has The+€onsti- 


tution, the simple remedy—it lies in the people. Colonel Pendleton 


reminds us of those old days, “when the treasury bulged with 
fatness and the people were prosperous and happy.” That was 
just before Terrell left the executive chair. It is needless to rehash 
what has happened since then. Panaceas and cures were offered 
the people in titanic doses—and the people, to the tune of partisan 
hatreds, swallowed hook, bait and sinker. If there were doubt as to 
the nostrum-nature of the said cures and panaceas, it 1s needful 
only to gaze upon the present wrecked financial condition of a 
splendidly rich state; to recall the plaint of one of the chief fan- 
bearers of that era, in a melancholy confession that the brand of 
“fake” was on the political “holy water” with which the people 
were so lavishly sprinkled. | 
The people must come to their own rescue! The people, the 
plain people, must redeem Georgia, its jeopardized institutions, its 
flattened treasury, its tragically disregarded reputation. They must 
send to the legislature men with the nerve to devise and enforce 
tax equalization, men sturdy enough to resist the selfish and sinister 
pressure of a few tax-dodgers, with more love for their pockets 
than reverence for their consciences or respect for the rights of their 
fellow-Georgians. -It is the “common people,” for whom so much 
love has been professed, that are punished by this tax-dodging, 
debt-evading, hat-passing system.

A STATE HIGHWAY COMMISSION. 


The bill providing for a state highway commission for Georgia 
goes on its passage before the house of representatives today, and 
should be enacted. by an overwhelming vote. Already, under the 
new convict-lease system and the propaganda conducted by The 
Constitution and other papers, the state has made wonderful prog- 
ress in the achievement of good roads. But what has been wrought 
is merely an earnest of what could be done if effort were concen- 
frated, made intelligent and given the power inhering to the 
sovereign authority of the state. | 

The measure is a practical one, providing that the commission 
consist of the chairman of the state prison board, the state geologist, 
the professor of civil engineering in the University of Georgia, 
the same official in the “Tech” and one civilian member. 

It is needless to elaborate upon the necessity of good roads, 
and the constructive. role they play in general development. 
Increased values and all-around expansion traceable to good roads 
are too patent to require elaboration. The machinery is already 
here for* making Georgia the premier good roads state in the 
south. All that is needed is a directing, central body, with proper 
equipment and authority, to make that machinery effectual. These 
factors are provided by the bill in question. 

‘The measure has been indorsed by both Governors Brown and 
Smith, by the Georgia Federation of Road Authorities and by the 
United States office of good roads. Its passage will mean much 
to the cause of good roads in Georgia. 
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_MUTSUHITO, A GREAT MAN. 


One of the world’s great men, a man who made a distinct 
epoch in world-history, passed with the death of Mutsuhito, 121st 
emperor of Japan, and for practically half a century ruler of what is 
now a nation in the front rank of civilization. 

It is true that he did not accede to the throne until eleven 
years after Japan, following the visit of the American, Commodore 
Perry, turned its back upon the past by opening its ports to the 
vessels of all nations. But it was during the first few years of 
‘Mutsuhito’s reign that the reactionaries made their most determined 
efforts to have this important act rescinded. Had they succeeded, 
the modernization of Japan, the political wonder of the nineteenth 
century, would have been indefinitely postponed. 

But the emperor, virile, aggressive, with a mind receptive to 
the meaning of the times, waged relentless war against those who 
would have returned to the sleep from which CHfina is just now 
awakening. He succeeded. And with his success came an end to 
the ages-old regime of feudalism under which the masses had been 
oppressed and the island ruled by an aristocracy through the right 
of might and the creed of selfishness. 

It would be inaccurate to state that Mutsuhito accomplished 
this radical about-face single-handed. His mind was of that alert 
and liberal type that is common to the great master-builders o 
our own country, and that recognizes if aught that is far-reaching 
and permanent is to be wrought the task must be undertaken by 
the co-operation of many personalities, each fitted for his own 
peculiar work, yet each responding to a guiding will capable ‘of 
concentrating every contributing force to a destined end. 

Following this doctrine, the emperor surrounded himself by 
men of skill and energy and patriotism. He discouraged that 
devastating force of jealousy that is responsible for the downfall 
of so many new or rehabilitated nations. Pre-eminently, he gave 
his active sanction to western educational standards. Under his 
dominion, love of country became with his people a religion border- 
ing almost on fanaticism. The harvest of his works and his philoso- 
phy was seen in the war with Russia. It was this stupendous 
achieving of the unexpected that burst the final bonds of Japan, 
and gave her the right to stand on a par with each nation in 
civilization. Less spectacular, but equally important, were his later 
triumphs in diplomacy, when all the power of a failing individuality 
was brought to the task of quelling the anti-American jingoes in 
his own country—offensive and short-sighted, in their way, as the 
breed in our own land. 

Reports indicate that Mutsuhito’s son is competent to material- 
ize the difficult program marked out for the nation. But it is to 
the father that history will award credit for making sure a national 
reincarnation the ultimate issue of which makes futile human 
prophecy. ’ 
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We do not know what the governor 
is going to do more than from hear- 
Say, but it seems to us that he will be 
forced to veto the Tippins bill; and yet, 
with this saving to the treasury of 
$250,000 per annum, we do not see how} 
the money is to come to pay the school 
teachers and the pensions.

Editor Constitution: I am not’ a 
politician, and never undertake to mix 
with politics; but the idea that more 
aid and attention should be given the 
small farmer, ig getting mighty close 
to the solution of a problem that is 
squarely facing our country. 

The small independent farmer, with 
his contented home and _  well-tilled 
acres, will be the very basis of our 
future prosperity and the selid rock 
upon which our national safety will 
rest. That nation is strongest and 
most progressive that has the largest 
percentage of its population owning 
their homes and content with their lot. 
This statement is not based upon guess 
work; but it is supported by the his- 
tory of all past ages. It is proven 
true today in those communities of 
Our country that are made up entirely 
of small landowners, prosperous, pro- 
Sressive and contented with their lot. 

People in our rural communities who 
do not own their homes, are drifting 
into the towns and cities, overcrowd- 
ing the cémters of population, and cre- 
ating s0cial problems and have puz- 
zlied the governments of al! ages, and 
that stand out bolder than ever today, 
challenging the wisdom of the wisest 
Statesmen. I believe that all history 
will support the statement that there 
ig only. one solution to the dangerous 
problem of the overcrowded vity, and 
that solution isto be found only in the 
encouragement and- support gf the 
small landowner in rural communities, 
Forcing the rural] population iffto the 
city, and the buying up of the lands 


«| Of the rural communities by the rich 


and powerful, undermined the strength 
of the Roman empire and contributed 
more than any other one thing to make 
it a prey for its powerfu] enemies. The 
Same cause contributed to drench the 
soil of France with the blood of tne 
French revolution only a century ago. 

The suggestion that -he government 
should give more attention to the small 
landowner is not out of place in this 
country. Our rural population is drift- 
ing to the centerg too rapidly. Al- 
ready we have our dangerous. social 
problems in the great cities. Syndi- 
cated wealth is already buying up our 
lands, and our agricultural journals 
are sounding the warning. Last year 
a foreign syndicate bought up thou- 
Sands of acres of our cotton lands in 
the south to grow cotton for English 
mills. It was easy to get these lands, 
because they were in considerable 
bodies instead of small farms, where 
should have resided contented farmers 
owning their lands. Small independ- 
ent farmers, who make up our most 
substantia] citizens, are now shut out 
from these lands, managed and’ 
farmed for the benefit of a corporation 
Only, without regard to the best inter- 
ests of American society and prosper- 
ity. No longer will the products from 
these acres add to the wealth of our 
country. 

A leading agricultural journal 
speaks as follows concerning the prob- 
lem of land monopoly in this country: 

“Fifty-four corporations and individ- 
ualg own an area in the United States 
exceeding the states of New Hamp- 
shire, Vermont, Massachusetts; Con- 
necticut, Rhode Island, New Jersey 
and Delaware. The holdings of sixty- 
three owners of lands in the United 
States exceed the combined areas of 
the German empire, Denmark, Belgium, 
Holland and Switzerland. Billions 
have been spent for lands in .our coun- 
try in the last fifteen years by home 
and foreign land companies. The feu- 
dalism of the middle ages was founded 
on land monopoly. The hope of our 
country’s future is based upon small 
farms and a prosperous agricultural 
people.” - 

There you are. The next monopoly 
with which the United States govern- 
ment will have to grapple is the land 
monopoly. The outcome of such a con- 
test will decide whether a republican 
form of government like ours can -n- 
dure. The man who proposes to help 
and encourage our smal] farmers for 
tr.e benefit and prosperity of our coun- 
try is not impractical. The man who 
can put the proposition into execution 
is a statesman, worthy of the Dest 
honors our people and bestow upon 
him. The entire problem is up to the 
agricultural departments of our na- 
tional and state governments. Hereto- 
little importance has been at- 
tached to these offices, but the proper 
solution of the problems that face the 
commissioners means the rnilimited 
prosperity of our country.

Yet picking a pocket is better than ruining a girl. | 

And cutting a man’s throat is more profitable for the city than blind- 
ing his children and destroying his wife by the poison distilled through the 
Houses in our Midst. 

There is better authority than the defenders of the Houses for the 
statement that the evil will not go in a day with the closing of the Houses. 

Jesus said, 

‘It is impossible but that occasions of stumbling should come; but 
woe unto him through whom they come! 

‘It were well for him if a millstone were hanged about his neck and 
he were thrown into the sea rather than that he should cause one of these 
little ones to stumble.’’ : 

‘Occasions of stumbling’’ will come. 

But no longer will followers of Jesus Christ in Atlanta be without 
protest parties to causing these ‘‘occasions’’ through the failure of the 
city officials to keep their oaths of office.

But they have proved Mr. Weil, of Pittsburg, right in saying that the 
social evil is greatly reduced by removing police protection from it. 

And they can no longer be classed with the cities without conscience, 
the cities which sanction and cause the destruction of the virtue of women. 

The appeal is to the conscience of Atlanta and her officials! 

Individuals could close the Houses with an injunction today. 

But this would advertise that citizens in Atlanta have to do the work 
for which officials are elected and paid. 

It would be ineffectual, because the same authorities who are re- 
sponsible for the present condition would permit the evil to spread to 
other sections. 

It would not silence the false accusation often made that Atlanta ex- 
ists only to make money. 

Her officials alone can disprove the charge that she is a conscienceless 
city. , 

And let them consider! 

Her laws are sacred; oaths are made to be kept. 

The disregard of these by public officials resulting in the wreck of 
women and girls and the spread of infection cannot and will not be justi- 
fied in the eyes of men and of God by the cynical and false idea that the 
passions of some men must be gratified. 

Men and women have been deceived. 

But ‘‘God is not mocked’’, = 

And today He is waking His children, the men and women of the 
world, and they are beholding the truth!

“The district court of the United 
States for the western division of the 
southern district of Georgia: 

“William L. Bidwell et al. v. Wil- 
liam A. Huff et al. In equity: Bill four 
injunction, receiver, etc.: 

“It appearing to the court from the 
record in said case that it is a credi- 
tors bill filed in equity with the 
main purpose to compel W. A. Huff 
individually and as trustee to pay a 
large amount of indebtedness long due 
by him to the several plantiffs: 

“That the amount of said debts were 
undisputed, and have been ascertained 
by judgment and decrees in the cir- 
cult court of the United States and in 
various state courts.

“That many of such hearings were 
had after reference to the standing 
master in chancery and another mas- 
ter and the most careful inquiry by 
such officials.

GETTING BIRDS READY 
FOR THE SHOW ROOM 


poultry for the 
There are very 


Preparing fancy 
show room is an art. 
many things in poultry culture, anu 
in fact in every other tusiness, that 
cannot be learned from books or from 
papers. From books and papers you 
can get facts from the experience of 
those who have learned jfust how to 
fit a bird for the show room that are 
important and helpful, but when you 
undertake to put in practice what you 
have read you will be constantly 
confronteq with trivial and seemingly 
unimportant small details that will 
bring you face to face with problems 
you will find great difficulty in solv- 
ing. 

A bird cannot be properly put in 
such a condition that it will be at its 
best for the show room hurriedly, and 
as the younger birds—the cockereie, 
pullets, two-year-old cocks and hens— 
usually take home with them the 
cream of the prizes, this work should 
be cominenced several months before 
the shows open. 

Begin With Culling. 

Bo with the youngsters yo should 
dDegin when you first cull the flock 
All birds that have prominent defects 
should be taken out and marketegd or 
eaten. As the others begin to de- 
velop there ghouki be another culling. 
The cream should be put aside from 
the skimmed milk. -The former 
ehould, later on, be culled again and 
the best of them (if possible) put on 
a range. The cockerels ani pullets 
should not be kept together. In case 
you have insufficient room and are 
compelled to confine them to limited 
quarters you can almost equal the ad- 
Vantages of the range by spading in 
about once a week oats thickly over 
the ground. They will in this way re- 
Quire very little grain and get algo a 
mixture of green food and grain and 
thereby keep busy and grow. 

They must receive close attention— 
a day’s negiect will undo muoh that 
has been previously done. ’ 

They should, of course, have before 
them constantly fresh water, oyster 
shell and charcoal. They should be 
kept out of the hot sun and have a 
midday shaded resting place. They 
should be fed a little grain early in

the morning and evening. 


Their roosting quarters should be as/ 


cool as possible. They should not be 
crowded. Feed no heating grain. 
They should not be allowed to get fat, 
but kept in good growing oondition. 

Keep them a little hungry, so that 
they will not get fat and lazy. Every- 
thing about the premises should’ be 
kept scrupulously clean. The droppings 
should be removed every morning. Use 
a disinfectant and deodorizer every 
morning. This can be done quickly 
and thoroughly with a spray pump, 
using chloro-naphtha or Conkey’s nox- 
i-cide. 

Avoid Medicines. 

A rule that I have always observed 
obtains forceably here. Never give 
tonics and medicines to fowls that are 
in good health. 

Another. important thing to do is 
this: Watch golosely and keep them 
free from lice. A good custing once 
a week with Conkey’s lice powders 
will generally do the work, but assist 
this remedy by providing them with 
a good dust bath. This is the natural 
way in which they rid themselves of 
vermin. 

This has been the worst year for 
lice on poultry that we have encoun- 
tered in many years. So if the lice 
continue to spread among them give 
them a bath or dip of any of the coaFr 
oil preparations, Keep them quiet, 
teach them to love you, get them gen- 
tle, so gentle that you can take them 
up in your hands anywhere in the 
yard; move among them slowly, teach 
them that you do not seek to injure 
them, that you are their friend. 

It is frequently the case when this 
is neglected later on when the. final 
coop training has to be done that you 
will] find it impossible to get them up 
to the point where they will give the 
judge an opportunity to do them jus- 
tice while passing judgment on their 
finest points. 

I have tried to mention every impor- 
tant detail that would help those who 
do not know how to prepare a fowl 
for the show room and that would be 
suggestive to those who do know 
much ebout this ail important mat- 
ter, and yet I realize that I have omit- 
ted much that I might have said that 
would have been helpful. As I have 
already said in this article, it is im- 
possible to cover this subject entirely 
on paper, therefore later on I will 
have something more to say about it.

Rose told the public prosecutor and 
the grand jury how the murder band 
was hired at the instigation of Becker, 
and that, after the killing, Becker met 
Webber and himself and promised com- 
plete police protection. 


The Murderers Named. 

The confessions show that the mur- 
derers of Rosenthal were “Lefty 
Louie,” or Louis Rosenzweig; Harry 
Harowitz, or “Gib the Blood”; Frank 
Muller, or “White Jack’’ Lewis, and 
“Dago Frank” Cirofici. Only Cirofici 
has been apprehended. These gunmen, 
members of the notorious “Big Jack” 
Zelig gang, plied themselves with 
liquor and then went out and shot 
Rosenthal for a price said to be $5,000. 

Terror-stricken, Rose, Webber and 
Vallon spent last night in the public 
prosecutor's office, fearing that they 
would be murdered if they were taken 
to the Tombs prison. District Attor- 
ney Whitman believes that his case 
against Lieutenant Becker {!s without 
(flaw; that the confessions, taken sep- 
arately, dove-tailed and confirmed 
'each other, and that from the testli- 
mony of other witnesses the _ case

Whereas, the General Assembly at its session 
im 1911 proposed an amendment to the Consti- 
tution of this State as eet forth in an Act ap- 
proved August 19, 1911, to w-t: 

An Act proposing to amend the Constitution 
of Georgia by adding to second Section of the 
seventh Article of said Constitution a new Para- 
graph for requiring certain tax returns to be 
made to the Comptroller General on or before 
the first day of March of each year, and for 
requiring the taxes areing on such returns to 
be paid on or before the lst day of September, 
and to- authorize the General Assembly to pace 
such laws as may be necessary and proper for 
carrying out said provisions, 

Section 1. Be it enacted by the General As- 
sembly, That it shall be and is hereby proposed 
to amend the Constitution of Georgia, by adding 
to the second Section of the seventh Article a 
new Paragraph to be known as Paragraph six, as 
follows: ‘‘All persons or classes of persons who 
were, by laws of force January Ist, 1911, re-

Advised by Counsel to Confess. 

Intimations were made to Rose that 
an indictment might be returned 
against him, and.then he _ confessed. 
Counsel for Webber and Vallon, catch- 
ing the drift of things, also advised 
their clients to tell all the truth. 
Their aim was immunity. 

Rose told District Attorney Whitman 
that for a long time he had been 
Becker’s gambling house collector; 
that Becker, as head of the gambling 
house squad, smelled out profitable 
places, and that each month collections 
were made. Becker did not get all the 
money, Rose says. Some of it was 
distributed to others. 

Rosenthal] was a thorn in Becker's 
side. Becker had pressed Rosenthal to 
the wall, according to Rose, ang Ro- 
senthal threatened to make things 
public. Six weeks before the killing, 
Rose says, Becker sent for him and 
said that Rosentha) must be made 


away with. Rose filnched at the words, 


he says, and Becker, noting his state of 
mind, remarked, according to Rose: 

“Now, there is no use getting wor- 
ried or nervous about this job. That 
dog has made too much trouble. 

“What do you think I am in this 
department? I can do what I 
Please. I'll see to it that nobody gets 
into serious trouble. Now, you go out 
and do whatever is necessary.” 

The Deal for Gunmen, 

Rose says he went out and saw “Big 
Jack” Zelig to make a deal for his 
gunmen. Zelig was under indictment 
for carrying concealed weapons, and 
the possibilities of a stay in Sing Sing 
prison did not appeal to him. Conse- 
quently, Rose says, when he promised 
to see that nothing happened when 
Zelig came to trial, there was no diffi- 
culty In getting the gunmen. 

It was at this point in the proceed- 
ings that~Rose backed somewhat out 
of the murder activities. Al] the gun- 
men were informed to be ready to kill 
Rosenthal, who, in the meantime, had 
been shadoweg day and night. A few 
days before the killing, Rose says, he 
met Webber and Becker, and while 
the three were talking it over, Becker 
said to Webber: 

“This job has got to be done, and 
Rose says they vwon’t do it for him. 
Now, ‘Bridgie,’ you can get it done. 
They all know you. You have got the 
money and I have got’the power. I'l] 
protect everybody.’ | : 

Then Becker, according to Rose’3 
confession, shook his fist in their faces 
and exclaimed: “If you don’t do this 
I’ll put weapons on every one of you. 
I'll send you up for seven years. Ill 
show you what you'll get.” 

Rose and Webber say they believed 
that Becker would send them away. 
Ther the murder plot unfolded quickly. 
Monday night came and with it word 
for the gunmen to get together. 

How He Organized Assassins. 


Rose told how he organized the as- 
Ssassins, and how, after the killing, he 
went. dSver to the Hotel Metropole to 
See whether the fob had been well 
done. ° . 
Rosenthal lay dead on the sidewalk 
with a tablecloth spread over his body, 
Rose says he went to a telephone 
booth and called up Lieutenant Becker, 
but he was so unnerved by the shock 
he could only gasp: “My God, this is 
horrible!” 

Becker, Rose says in his confession, 
replied over the wire in a steady voice: 
“Oh, don’t worry. lll protect you, 
Wait a few minutes and I'll be right 
down. Where will you be?” 

An appointment was made to meet 
af Forty-second street within a short 
distance of the murder scene. There, 
Rose says, he met Webber and Becker. 
Webber has corroborated the Rose 
statement. They discussed the killing 
and parted after Becker had assured 
them that everything would be all 
right. | 

‘The chase for. the slayers became 
hot, and finally, Rose says, Becker ad- 
vised him over the telephone to sur- 
render, but that everything would 
come out all right. Of the real mur- 
der, Rose says in his confession: 

“Those poor devils did not know 
what they were doing. They were ftll 
of ‘booze.’ They had been told to kIL, 
and they went out and did What they 
were told.” 

He Was Becker's Collector. 


Webber and Vallon, in their confea- 
sions, supplied many missing links in 
the Rose confession. Speaking of 
Becker and his alleged connection 
with gambling, Rose said: 

“Why, of course, I was Becker's col- 
lector. Everybody knew it.’ 

Webbe himself says that his protec- 
tion payments for his gambling. house 
to Becker through Rose were $125 a 
month.

“And what is this Bristow amend- 

ment, for the attacking of which Mr. 
Bartlett lays claim to so much credit? 
Why, it’s s-*mething that the demo- 
cratic majority in the house—includ- 
ing most of the southern democrats— 
indorsed and voted for, notwithstand- 
ing Mr. Bartlett’s great speech. 
“And, more than that, it is a re- 
rharkable thing that the action of con- 
gress issubmitting the. constitutional 
amendment requiring the election of 
senators by the people, is specifically 
referred to by the national democratic 
platform adopted at Baltimore interms 
of the most cordial approval.
